Arrowroot Ctiltnro In Barbados 


Arrowroot culture is carried on in a 


shiftless sort of « way, and a valuable in- 
dustry has thus been neglected, while the 
Barbadians have consistently put all their 
eggs Into one basket. On the northern 
side of the island, among roaring surges 
and flying sea spume, I saw a little patch 
ot something growing, with tender, fee- 
ble, light green leaves, very like lettp.ce 
that is a week above ground. The culti- 
vated land was perhaps a quarter of an 
acre, and in one corner of the lot stood a | 
miserable thatch roofed shanty. This was 
an arrowroot plantation and mill. A lank, 
poverty stricken white answered to my 
call, and conducted me about his estate, 
ending up with the manufacture. 
Two 


women, whoso pallid faces, bent backs 
and listless looks spoke of scanty rations 
all their lives, were busy squeezing the 
water out of a mass of white fiber by 
handfuls into a sheet stretched over a 
barrel. In one corner stood a large cir- 
cular grater to be turned by some lazy 
hand—that was all. 


The root looks like small, white sugar 


cane, divided into joints, growing some 
six inches long; is cut into fiber by grat- 
ing, soaked in water, and then has the 
starch that is known as 
arrowroot: 


squeezed out slowly by such discouraged 
looking females as those were. In ap- 
pearance and taste this was quite equal 
to what I have seen in Bermuda; and 
along this north_coast is vacant land that 
is useless for cane, enough to supply a 
great demand, with every facility for cul- 
tivation. And it must be profitable, for 
upon tho receipts from that petty, poor 
place, at $2.75 per hundred pounds, these 
three people subsisted. 
Living, it was 


not; that was an ambition to which then- 
wildest hopes had not soared; but they 
did not cease to exist, and were not more 
utterly dejected in gait and general get- 
up than many of their compatriots who 
worked in cano fields.—Dr. William F.

It seems odd, even yet, to go to 
au opera or a play at 6:30, and walk out 
in thu court yard of the theatre for a cig- 
arette after an act or two, and find it stfll 
broad daylight. Almost no one wears 
evening clothes in Berlin, Tho women 
live obliged by a cast iron law to take off 
their huts, and it's a wonderful comfort, 
too, to the men. Berlin women are not 
pretty by any means.

In Vienna a plain woman is a rarity— 


here a pretty one is much more rare. 
Beer does it, I fancy. A woman of 25 
with anything approaching a figure is 
seldom to be encountered on the Berlin 
st reels. It is beer always and ever. The 
gowns aro ill fitting, the shoulders round 
and the faces heavy and pudgy. It is not 
the healthy, rosy plumpness that often 
goes with maturity in England and Amer-1 
o;i, but the colorless and fluffy accumula- 
tion of fat that has none of the elements 
of beauty in it- 
They neither sit nor 


stand erect. Of course this is a mere 
;eneralization, and I shall bo vastly 
bligod if tho German readers of this let- 
ter will not rise at once and pepper the 
paper with missives, proving at length 
and with unquestionable force of logic 
that I am an ass and in no way qualified.

A Timepiece with a History. 


Across the corridor from the roomy of-' 


(ices of Secretary Whitney is the compass 
testing room of the navy department. I 
strnlleil in there today and saw two very 
interest ing curios. One was a quaint, 
high backed chair which had been used 
for years by Gideon Welles, who was the 
secretary of the navy in Lincoln's cabinet. 
".Sit in" it,"said Lieut. Dcnfeld, "and I 
will show you the star attraction of the 
room." lie unlocked a glass case and 
carefully uncovered an ordinary looking 
ship's chronometer. 


But its history was not at all ordinary. 


It has lain for four years in an Arctic 
cairn without receiving the slightest 
damage. It had been catched in the 
arctic wilds in 1*72 by members of the ill 
fated Polaris expedition, and In 1876 it 
was found t here by her majesty's ship Dis- 
covery, It was taken to London in due 
course, and later returned to the govern- 
ment dithe United States. Thereportac- 
compnnyingit states that the London test- 
ers discovered that the chronometer lost 
but one-tenth of a second per day, which 
was tho loss statement in the rate paper 
of the American manufacturers. 
The 


officers of the British ship state that while 
tliev were there the mercury of the ther- 
mometer was frozen for forty-seven days, 
although ono day the mercury marked 104 
de<r>. below freezing. This is considered 
to bo tho severest test ever borne by a 
timo marking instrument.—Washington 
Letter.

Six MilUomi Invested in the Manufacture 


of Electric Motors—A Successful Itall-. 
road—Electricity in a Flour Mill—Tho 
Secret of Progress. 
There are now about $6,000,000 invested 


in the manufacture of electric motors fa 
the United States, and this large invest- 
ment has nearly all been made within the 
last three or four years. It represents 
either tho independent investment of com- 
panies engaged in the exclusive manufac- 
ture of motors, or an increase in the capi- • 
talizatiou of companies that manufacture 
electric light appliances,.and find the con- 
struction of electric motors a good auxil- 
iary industry. Some of these companies 
employ many hundred men, sometimes ap- 
proaching a'thousand; and they turn out 
motors almost innumerable each year. 
These motors are of all sizes, from, 
one-half horse power for driving sowing 
machines and such other light work, up 
to several hundred horse power, for heavy 
work. They are becoming a driving force 
in almost every industry, and can be util- 
ized in localities where the cost of obtain- 
ing fuel would almost equal their operat- 
ing expenses. 


Our readers have alread) been made 


familiar with the names of some of the 
towns and cities in the United States, 
nearly fifty in all, that have adopted, or1 
are preparing to adopt,the electric motor 
for street railway traction in preference 
to horses or cables. The systems in use 
in some of these places are very extended, 
that of Montgomery, Ala., counting about 
fifteen miles of road, and transporting 
over a million passengers annually. Elec- 
tric roads many miles in length are also 
operated in some of the California cities,' 
most noticeably San Diego and Los 
Angeles. 


A SUCCESSFUL EAILEOAD. 


Recently a road twelve miles long was 


opened in Richmond, Va., represented by 
Its managers, in a letter published in The 
Electrical Review, to be a road of peculiar 
difficulty in operating on account of the 
sharp curves and difficult grades. Some 
of these grades reach the maximum ever 
overcome by motors depending on the ad- 
hesiveness of their wheels to the tracks, 
and in tho length there are no less than 
seventeen curves around right angled cor- 
ners. Yet the managers write with the 
utmost enthusiasm of the 
successful 


operation of the road in every particu- 
lar. Tho cars of tho road, described as of 
a very elegant pattern, arc not only pro- 
pelled by electricity, but they oro lighted 
by electricity, which naturally follows, 
and when the cold weather comes they 
are to be heated by electricity, in. accord- 
ance with a system not yet geuerally 
introduced, but for which patents have 
been obtained. 


Another field whcro tho utility of the 


electric motor is soon to bo illustrated on 
a large scale is found in tho mining dis- 
trict of Butte county, Cal. Among the 
Big Bend mountains, miffing a horseshoe 
curve about a dozen miles in extent, runs 
the Feather river. At f'.e upper end of 
the curve a dam, built entirely across the 
river, will throw the water into a tunnel 
several miles-in length which empties into 
the Dark canyon, the waters of the canyon 
in turn emptying into the river at the 
lower end of the horseshoe. A water 
wheel and electrical generators are to be 
located in the canyon one rnilej or a mile 
and a half, from its mouth; and from 
these generators will proceed an electri- 
cal conductor, which, crossing over the 
mountains to the dam, will follow the 
shore of the river around the entire horse- 
shoe, and return to the starting point. 
This conductor will be eighteen miles in 
length, estimating tho entire distance, 
and at points here and there along 
the ° route 
are to be located elec- 


tric motors, numbering fourteen in 
all. These motors will supply the power 
for all the pumping, hauling and hoisting 
demanded in the operations of mining 
after the water has been drawn from the 
bed of the stream. The cost of operating 
the motor can be easily estimated. It will 
take a man to tend the water wheel, and 
another man to look after the conductor 
and keep it in order, and this, plus the 
interest on tho plant, which will not be 
considerable, will represent the entire 
outlay. 


They are building a new capitol at To- 


peka, in Kansas. That might be a matter 
of no particular concern in New York, 
where men have learned to be weary of 
the very word capital. But this Kansas 
capitol is to be built by electricity. There 
are four electric motors at work on the 
building lilting tho bricks, stones and 
mortar up to their places, and handling 
the stones again into position on the walls, 
They are said to do their work admirably. 


ELECTMCITT IN A MILL. 


Away out In Laramie, Wy. Tu there is 


a company known as the Laramie Milling 
and Elevator company. 
This company 


has a mill capable of producing 100 bar- 
rels of flour a day, and the only visible 
source of power is seen iu a couple of 
little eccentrically shaped iron cases down 
in ono corner of the roller floor. But 
those 'cases are twenty-five horsepower 
electric motors. The manager of tho com- 
pany, under the recent date of April 8, 
gives a glowing account of their perform- 
ances. Among their points of excellence 
he refers to their uniform rate of speed; 
the ease with which power can be placed 
where it is wanted, obviating tho neces- 
sity for long lines of shafting or still 
more objectionable belts; the economy of 
room for power plant; the saving of from 
30 to 50 per cent, in insurance rates, and 
the saving on first cost of plant. The 
motors, he saya, require very little atten- 
tion, and give better service with vary- 
ing loads than any other power that could 
be adopted. 


The chief secret of the rapid advance of 


this new mechanical agent is found in the 
flexibility of its resources. Electricity is 
not the generator of power, but only the 
agency for its transmission and distribu- 
tion, as it is an agent for the transmis- 
sion of the human voice over the tele- 
phone wire. Through its resources power 
ran be distributed to any point, and in 
qnantit es to suit the customer. Steam 
water, i r, caloric or anj^ known agency 
for generating power is either stationary 
or it demands stationary applicances; but 
electricity is its messenger boy, its Puck, 
who will consent to do its errands invisi 
bly, and never ask a day off or the grant 
of liberty. Does a lady wont an infini 
tesimal bit of electrical energy to relieve 
her boot on the treadle of her sewing ma 
chine'/ It can be delivered in her room 
through an iron box not much bigger 
than her reticule. 
Is the restaurant 


keeper plagued by an invasion of flies 
that expel all but the most hungry and 
least profitable customers? They can be 
gently wafted to the door by a multitudi 
of revolving fans- and conged out eithe; 
into the bright sunlight or the refreshinj 
shower.—New York Sun.

Women Workers on the Continent. 


A sad effect of the increased armaments 


_f continental Europe is to be found in 
the scarcity of farm hands to prepare and 
bandlo the crops. The consequence is 
that the field work is mostly done now by 
women, lads and old men. Tho cultiva- 
tion of flowers, vines and small fruit is a 
healthy occupation for a woman, but the 
plowing and reaping are too onerous, and 
the German woman of the lower classes 
shows, by increased physical defects, the 
heavy drain made on her constitution by 
this severe labor. Women in Germany 
are also employed in other outside work. 
Mecklenburg—of all the German states 
the ono least suspected of such a move- 
ment—has recently begun to employ 
women an road tenders on the Friedrich- 
Franz railway. Since April 1 a number ot 
women have been enrolled in the service 
at 100 marks per annum. Many of these 
are the wives of the men now in service, 
who are to relieve their husbands. The 
uniform'of this female corps consists of a 
badge on the arm in the National colors 
(blue, yellow and red) and a dark blue 
bandanna around the head. The stipend 
is of a miserable quantity, amounting to 
but $50 a year, or less than $1 a week 
for important services that require unceas- 
ing attention and exactitude.—San Fran 
Cisco Chronicle.

Young Joseph Cheneleke went to the 


house of his half-biother, Phillip, earlj 
In the evening. Josep i had shown a good 
deal of attention to his comely nieces. 
Mary and Rose, but he was an ill-favored 
and quarrelsome fellow, and the girl*' 
parents did not like to have him about 
Mis supposed that there was a quarrel 
during Joseph's visit a.t his brother's 
house, and that he left the house in a rage 
He started toward his home, but did not 
go far. He finally retraced his steps and 
hung about his brother'? bouse. 


At about ten o'clock, some littla time 


after Joseph hail gone, the two girls, 
Mary and Rose, left the home for som< 
purpose. Joseph, who had bean lying in 
wait, drew a revolver and shot them both 
in the head aud neck. On* fell, and died 
almost without an outcry. Then the mur- 
derer rushed. smoKing pistol in hand, into 
the house andshotlhis sister-in-law, as she 
stood half-paralyzed with terror. 
Phillip 


Cheroeleke was absent from home at the 
time of the klllmg, and the only one in 
the house who escaped the murderous 
bullets was a half-witted brother of the 
Eirli. 
After committing the 
awful 
crime, 


Chemel«ie rushed into a raviae forty or 
or fifty ywAs from the house and killed 
himself. He had shot him»elf in the face, 
and was lying beside a wire fence, where 
h« fell, his finger still on the trigger of 
his revolver. 
The mother and one daughter remain 


as they fell, awaiting the coroner. The 
body of the other daughter, who ran to 
her brother's, a mile away, after being 
shot, and fell dead on entering the honso, 
has been carried homo, and lies dead with 
the rest. 


Young Chemeleko was of an ugly dis- 


position, and drank honvily at times. He 
had threatened his own father's lite on 
several occasions. 


MM. Chemeleke, the mother of the girls, 


was about fifty years «K1. 


Chemeleko was in the habit of reading 


blood and thunder literature. He told a 
friend lately that h« would like to belong 
to a Josse James gang, and showed i 
great admiration for noted robbers and 
murderer*. A few days ago, at Qlenville, 
he bought the revolver with which he did 
the bloody work. He was a reokless, 
worthless follow, but was u< t considered 
dangerous. His killing himself Is a sub- 
ject of general Congratulation. Besides 
being in love with the girls, it is stated 
that early in tho evening Cheraeleke had 
got into a dispute with his brother over 
some property, and that tho latter ordered 
him to leave the premises and not again 
return. He was followed to the door by 
his niece, who desired to expostulate with 
him and cool his angor, but in brood- 
ingover tho subject he lost control of him- 
self, and, returning to the houso, commit- 
ted tho wholesale slaughter.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The joint com- 


mittee on the investigation of the aque- 
duct tunnel will probably meet to-day, 
and it is not improbable that two or three 
hoars' steady work will complete the re- 
port. 
A new difficulty faces the committee 


now, 
and it may change the recommenda- 


tions of the report to a very considerable 
eitent. More than one member of the 
committee has an idea that the terms of 
the contract with Beelnvith & Quacken- 
bush are rather loose, and there seems to 
be a fear that a possible way of escape 
has opened up for the contractors.

The 
contrast between tho entrance of the 
President-elect yeste-.-d.^y morning and 
his entrance to Washington churches in 
the future, if the usual cintom is contin- 
ued, will be very great. Yesterday there 
was apparently no curiosity manifested 
by the congregation to oatoh a glance at 
tie aoon-to-be Chief Magistrate, and he 
strolled up the aisle to his pew, well near 
the front, without creating the slightest 
commotion. 


Upon leaving the church the President- 


elect and Mrs. Harrison stopped several 
times to converse with friends, and the 
former took advantage of the bracing air 
for a walk to his home, while the ladies 
took their carriaire.
